Federal Court 
Frankfort. 



at 



For more than twenty years 
the Federal Court at Frankfort 
has been comparatively a farce. 

During the war of the rebellion 
the court was removed from thi 
city, without any authority of law 
and courts established at Louis- 
ville. Covington and Paducah. 
Previous to that time, and for 
more than half a century, the 
Circuit and District Courts of the 
United States had been held 
ciusively in Frankfort. 

For twelve or fourteen years no 
court whatever was held in this 
city— this, too. being in direct con 
flictwith the law. In 1878, on ac 
count of the complafnts of tlu 
people, it was again revived, but 
since that period it has been 
court of fiction rather than of 
reality. 

There have been no grand juries 
summoned and no felonies tried 
here for over twenty three years. 
Violators of the law, such as coun- 
terfeiters and the like, have actual- 
ly been discharged, because there 
were no grand juries to indict 
them. 

Under the present law any 
court in the Slate has jurisdiction 
of civil and criminal cases arising 
anywhere in the State. For 
instance, a defendant living in the 
city of Frankfort may be sued in 
the court at Paducah. True he 
may remove the cause to Frank- 
fort, but he can only do this by 
employing a lawyer or going to 
Paducah in person and filing an 
affidavit setting forth his residence 
and moving the court to transfer 
the case. 

But in criminal and penal cases 
there is no remedy under tlie law 
whatever. A person may be 
arrested in Frankfortjfor violating 
a law of the United States in this 
city and taken to Paducah for 
trial. There is no law by which 
he may remove the trial to Frank- 
fort. Whenever the court at 
Paducah assumes jurisdiction of 
the case, it is bound to be tried 
there, and no where else. The 
defendant is compelled to be tried 
wherever he is indicted. 

A boy who was charged with 
robbing the post-office in Frank- 
fort, and who lived here, was 
taken to Covington for trial. The 
chief of police, two policemen, 
and two clerks in the post-office 
were taken, with the defendant, to 
Covington as witnesses in the 
case. There was no law by which 
the defendant could demand a 
trial in the city where he lived and 
where the ; offense was charged to 
have been committed. 

Two men were arrested for

The difficulty arises from the 
fact that the jurisdiction of the dif- 
ferent courts in this State is not 
properly defined. All the courts 
having the some jurisdiction, the 
officers of the court are left the 
arbiters to decide which court shall 
have jurisdiction, and they select 
whatever court they desire. 

An effort was made to get Con- 
gress, during the last session, to 
define the jurisdiction of the courts. 
A petition, signed by a consider- 
able number of lawyers, was sent 
to Col. Breckinridge asking the 
passage of a law giving to the 
court nearest the residence of each j 
defendant, in civil and 
cases, exclusive jurisdiction of the 
case. Mr. Breckinridge declined 
to favor the passage of the bill, 
under the plea that it was more 
convenient t?o reach Louisville and 
Covington than Frankfort. Ac 
cording to the same theory this 
jurisdiction of the State courts 
ought to be changed so as to allow 
»ch person to bring suit in the 
court the most convenient for him 

reach. 

All that was asked was simply 
that section 745 of the General 
Statutes be so amended as to give 
exclusive jurisdiction of civil and 
criminal cases "to the court near- 
est to the county of the residence 
of the defendant, or of that de- 
fendant whose residence is nearest 

L-ourt. " 

Again, the June term of the 
court here should be changed. 
The second Monday in June being 
about the end of the fiscal year, 
the funds to carry on the courts 
are generally exhausted at that 
time. Hence we have had no 
money to pay jurors and witnesses 
for three June terms in succession. 
Consequently litigants have been 
greatly annoyed and injured. This 
term of the court should be 
changed to July or September. If 
not, it will never amount to any 
thing.

•point No. 2. That it was "unfa 
unjust and contrary to every prin 
ciple of right for a non-property 
holder to vote a tax on a property 
holder." You and your readers 
will remember what I had to say 
on this point. Here is his reply: 
"We now come to the 'balder- 
dash' about a property qualifica- 
tion in voting taxes. All we have 
to say on this is that we must agree 
to disagree. Wise men, you know, 
sometimes differ. " I have no doubt 
it is nonsense in ' his estimation. 
"Wise men" sometimes differ. 
What I said is nonsense — this is 
the definition of "balder dash." I 
do not wish to be sarcastic, or even 
inclined in that ' direction, but 
would you not infer he is the wise 
man, and / the nonsensical — what I 
said was not worth replying to. 

Now comes point No. 3. In 
Tax-payers' letter, July 27th, he 
says: "What have the people to 
pay their taxes with? VVheat and 
corn below the price of produc- 
tion, and other things in propor- 
tion. T-wo taxgathcters in one 
year." In my reply to this I said, 
near the close of my letter of date 
Aug. 24th, "I should not have 
written one word on this tax ques- 
tion had it not been for putting a 
wrong construction on what I have 
written, and as I am trying to 
'right every thing that is going 
wrong, ' was compelled to notice it. " 

In reply to this, which I number 
point 3, in my letter of the 24th, 
I said: "There is no law for the 
collection of taxes twice in the 
year." This is the charge Tax- 
payer made.

We had un 
til April 1887 to pay them. If we 
did not pay them in 1886, it was 
not the fault of the law. If 
paid two taxes in 1887, we paid 
none in 1886. Then why com 
plain? 

There never was a law that was 
just and equal on all. Our taxes 
this year were enormous, I think, 
but it never entered my head to 
abuse Hewitt, the Legislature, the
